The  special  meeting  of  the  membership  subcommittee  was  called  to  order  by  Co-chair  Rita 

Semelat  12:15  PM.

2)  Selection  of  recommendation  from  Local  Board  to  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Mayor. 

Rita  reminded  the  group  that  the  membership  committee  makes  recommendations  only.  George 

seconded  this  opinion  and  stated  that  the  Mayor  makes  his  own  choices  and  they  may  not  match 

with  the  recommendations  from  this  committee.

Seat  3.  Joyce  Miller  was  only  candidate.  Some  concern  over  if  she  lived  in  SF.  Johanna  will  call 

to  find  out. 

A  concern  was  expressed  that  Local  Board  should  be  balanced;  in  all  ways;  gender,  culture, 

balance  from  different  groups,  etc.  All  agreed  that  should  be  a  guiding  principle. 

Seat  4:  It  was  decided  to  recommend  Mark  Schwartz  for  that  seat;  as  he  had  previously  been 

recommended  for  advocate  for  physically  disabled.  That  seat  merged  and  Rebecca  Brockett  is  in 

that  one.

reapplied  from  two  years  ago  and  was  accepted  as  an  applicant. 

Seat  3.  Gail  Gilman,  housing  director  at  Bridge  Project  will  fill  Housing/Shelter  Seat. 

Seat  4.  Linzie  Coleman,  previously  recommended  by  membership  committee 

A  process  comment  was  made  that  the  committee  needs  to  stay  aware  of  ethnic  composition  of 

the  Board. 


It  was  agreed  to  not  recommend  anyone  for  the  advocate  for  business  and  labor  as  that  category 
remains  nebulous.  George  said  the  ideal  candidate  would  have  experience  in  both  but  not 
necessarily  be  presently  involved  in  both.

1)  Call  to  order 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  co-chair  Rita  Seme!  at  12: 15  PM. 

Board  members  present:  Rita  Semel,  George  Smith(at  end  of  meeting)  (MOOH),  Carrie  Dipman 

(TIHDI),  Ramona  Benson  (THC) 

Public  Present:  Johanna  Keeley  (MOOH),  Michael  Blecker,  Kym  Valadez,  (Swords) 

2)  Vacant  Board  seats 

The  committee  discussed  the  difference  between  mayoral  appointed  seats  and  Board  of  Supervisor 
appointed  seats.  The  group  would  like  to  do  targeted  outreach  on  filling  the  two  open  neighborhood 
seats. 

The  group  discussed  the  vacant  veteran's  advocacy  seat  that  was  vacated  last  month  by  Johnny 
Baskerville's  resignation.  Kym  Valadez  from  Swords  was  nominated  by  Michael  Blecker  to  fill  the 
seat.  Kym  came  to  talk  with  the  committee  because  she  had  spoken  with  George  Smith  about  the  seat. 
Originally,  Michael  had  been  offered  the  seat  in  April  but  had  declined  due  to  not  having  time.  Johnny 
from  Swords  then  filled  the  seat  until  his  resignation  last  month.  Kym  would  like  to  see  this  seat  stay 
with  Swords  because  she  feels  they  are  the  best  and  only  advocates  specifically  for  homeless  vets. 
George  had  wanted  to  open  up  the  process  to  Ft.  Miley  or  the  VA  but  Kym  doesn't  feel  these  are 
advocacy  organizations.  Kym  respects  the  desire  to  open  it  up  but  she  doesn't  feel  the  other  agencies 
fill  the  slot.  Rita,  Carrie  and  Ramona  all  agree.  It  was  noted  that  the  Board  also  has  a  formerly 
homeless  vet  seat,  currently  filled  by  Michael  Bennett. 

Ramona  wished  that  George  was  here  to  speak  from  his  own  perspective.  In  lieu  of  that,  the  committee 
approved  Kym's  nomination  to  the  seat.  It  will  go  to  the  full  Board  on  Monday  and  then  it  is  submitted 
to  the  Mayor.  Swords  wishes  to  write  its  own  letter  advocating  for  Kym  to  the  Mayor.  Rita  asked  that 
they  wait  until  it's  been  presented  to  the  Local  Board. 

For  the  Foundation  Seat,  Rita  has  asked  Marsha  Argyris  from  the  McKesson  foundation  .  Marsha  is 
considering  it  but  no  reply  as  of  yet. 

For  the  Advocate  for  business  and  labor,  it  was  thought  best  to  recruit  from  the  academic  community. 
Roma  Guy  can  perhaps  offer  some  suggestions.  Rita  will  talk  with  Father  John  Marceno  (sp)  at  CSF 
for  ideas. 

For  the  Labor  seat,  it  was  thought  best  to  have  that  seat  represented  by  organized  labor.  Rita  will  call 
Walter  Johnson  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council. 

For  the  neighborhood  seats,  they  have  never  been  declared  which  neighborhoods  or  if  the  person  has 
to  live  or  work  in  that  neighborhood,  or  both.  Johanna  reported  the  5  neighborhoods  with  the  highest 
count  at  the  homeless  count  in  April  were  the  TL,  South  of  Market/Potrero,  Bayview/OMI, 
Haight/Westem  Addition,  and  Mission/Castro.  We  already  have  a  Bayview,  Mission  and  Pacific 
Heights  seat.  Discussion  was  had  if  we  should  target  the  TL,  as  that's  where  Megan  Lim  was  from 
before  she  resigned.  However,  others  felt  that  neighborhood  was  well  represented.  Carrie  suggested 
the  Castro  and  TL.  The  Haight  has  many  problems  with  homelessness  in  its  neighborhood  and  it  is 
very  polarized.  Johanna  shared  that  the  Mayor  had  declined  Nan  McGuire  from  Chinatown/North 
Beach  and  also  Jim  Mitulski  from  the  Castro.  Rita  will  call  Bob  Nelson  for  Castro  and  Carrie  will  call 
Barry  Hermanson  and  Lucy  from  the  HAFC  for  suggestions. 


George  also  suggests  targeting  Chinatown/North  Beach  and  mentioned  the  group  'North  Beach 
Citizens',  Francis  Ford  Coppola's  group. 

Johanna  will  contact  the  people  that  did  the  presentation  from  the  Haight  Ashbury  Way  Station.  Carrie 
will  call  Alison  from  HA  food  programs,  as  well  as  Chinese  for  Affirmative  Action.  Rita  will  call 
Maria  Martinez  about  information  on  the  Chinatown  SRO  Collaborative. 

Ramona  announced  she  will  be  leaving  her  family  advocacy  seat  in  December  as  she  no  longer  works 
with  families.  However,  she  hopes  other  staff  from  Homeless  Prenatal  will  step  up.  Johanna  will 
provide  her  with  applications. 

George  reiterated  that  the  feels  the  veteran  advocacy  seat  should  be  broadened.  He  feels  that  the  VA 

does  advocacy.  They  participated  in  the  locker  program  and  have  outreach  workers.  Carrie  stated  she's 

more  open  to  Ft.  Miley  than  the  VA.  George  states  he  really  wants  the  Board  to  move  beyond  the 

'downtown  click'.  He  has  spoken  to  people  at  both  Ft.  Miley  and  the  VA  and  feels  people  will  be 

applying.  The  committee  presented  to  George  that  they  wish  to  work  as  one  in  making 

recommendations  for  the  Mayoral  seats. 

Carrie  will  contact  Nan  McGuire  again.  George  will  follow  up  with  Linda  Dunn.  The  committee 

agreed  that  it  would  be  better  to  submit  a  few  names  to  the  Mayor  and  so  they  agreed  to  wait  a  few 

weeks  to  see  if  other  candidates  come  forward.  Carrie  will  call  Kym  with  the  change. 

The  committee  agreed  to  meet  again  Monday,  October  23'^'*  at  2  PM  to  consider  new  applicants.
